BUGSY, a much-loved 
pet tortoise who made 
an ever-so-gentle run for 
it more than five months 
ago, has been found less 
than half a mile away. 

He escaped from his home 
in Streetly End, West 
Wickham in August, crawling 
across a field before becom¬ 
ing stuck. 

After more than five 
months of searching and 
putting up posters, the 
Cameron family - mum Lucy, 
dad Malcolm, Eve, 13, 
Charlie, 11 and Mae, 7 - had 
given up hope. 

But then their neighbour 
delivered Bugsy to their door 
safe and sound. 

Lucy said: “I thought he 
would be found in the bottom 
of someone’s pond or as just 
an empty shell. 

“I said I would kiss him if 


we found him, but I just gave 
him a big hug and gave my 
neighbour, Shaun, a big kiss.” 

Shaun and his girlfriend, 
Shelly, had been out walking 
their dogs along Webb’s Road, 
close to the Camerons’ home, 
when one of them was dist¬ 
racted by something in the 
bushes. 

They discovered it was 
Bugsy, a Hermann tortoise, 
stuck in a wire fence. 

He was awake but should 


have gone into hibernation in 
October. 

Lucy added: “He was really 
undernourished and under¬ 
weight. 

“He normally buries 
himself in the ground to 
hibernate in October. 

“He had rust on his shell 
and the neighbours said he 
was stuck in tight, so I think 
he must have been there a 
long time. 

“He is now under heat 


lamps to get his temperature 
up and has put on some 
weight. 

“We are so lucky we had a 
mild winter and he was found 
before the temperatures 
dropped.” 

An expert from Arbury 
Road Vets said: “If the tortoise 
had not been found before 
the cold snap it would have 
died. 

“Tortoises can hibernate in 
different ways; some people 
put them in the fridge, as the 
optimum temperature for 
them during hibernation is 
around 5C. 

“Left to their own devices 
they tend to bury themselves, 
but if this one was unable to 
do that, it would have sadly 
frozen to death. 

“Keeping the tortoise 
awake and warm now is the 
best thing to do as it is 
unlikely it would sleep for 
long. The minimum time they 
should hibernate is six to 
eight weeks - the maximum 
about four months.” 


Council clears way for stress-free Jubilee street parties

‘Ham-fisted’ 
burglar jailed 


A MAN who committed a 
‘ham-fisted' burglary under 
the influence of drink and 
drugs has been jailed by 
magistrates. 

Kevin Forrester, 33, booked a 
taxi in his own name to take away 
thousands of pounds worth of 
electrical goods he had stolen 
from a garden shed. 

He called accomplice Robert 
Scullion, 28, to help him and they 
loaded the items - worth about 
£8,000 - from a shopping trolley, 
then into the taxi and to the other 
man’s home. Soon afterwards the 
police arrived and arrested them. 

Bury St Edmunds magistrates 
sentenced Forrester, of Glemsford 
Place, Haverhill, to 18 weeks’ 
imprisonment after he had 
admitted the offence at an earlier 
hearing. Scullion, of Montford 
Court, Haverhill, was given an 18- 
month community order with a 


supervision requirement as well 
as a condition that he attend a 
thinking skills programme. He 
was also ordered to pay £700 
compensation and £85 costs. 

Ros Keppleman, prosecuting, 
told magistrates that the victim 
reported to police that a large 
amount of computer and musical 
equipment had been stolen from 
a building in his garden between 
8am and 10am on fanuary 11. 

After receiving information, 
police went to Scullion’s home at 
Montford Court, where they 
found both men and all the stolen 
property. Damage to the value of 
£1,400 was caused to the door and 
lock on the shed, a CCTV system 
and a speaker stand. 

Lyndon Davies, for Forrester, 
said his client accepted that he 
had been the instigator of the 
offence, but had very little 
recollection of it, after taking 
prescribed anti-psychotic medic¬ 


ation and alcohol. 

Malcolm Plummer, for Scullion, 
said his client, who suffered from 
depression and drug problems, 
had been destitute at the time of 
the offence as he was not 
receiving any benefits at the time. 

He said: “You could not make it 
up, it was so ham-fisted and 
unsophisticated. It smacks of 
desperation and the temptation 
was just too great for him.” 

Chairman of the magistrates 
Susan Hughes told Forrester: “We 
believe this offence passes the 
custody threshold and if was 
committed while you were already 
on a community order. 

“You have a previous history of 
burglary and served a four-month 
prison sentence prior to this for 
breaching a suspended sentence. 
The aggravating features are the 
damage that you caused and the 
fact that you were under the 
influence of drugs and alcohol.”

Parliament backs 
Hancock’s bill on 
betting loophole 

MP Matthew Hancock secured the 
unanimous support of Parliament to 
bring in a bill to close a loophole for 
gamblers. 

The bill, which was debated on 
Tuesday, is designed to speed up the 
process of closing the tax loophole which 
allows bookmakers to avoid UK taxes 
and Levy contributions by basing their 
online businesses offshore. 

This means 
that 18 of the 20 
largest book¬ 
makers currently 
avoid paying 
£300m of UK 
taxes and tens of 
millions in 
Horseracing Levy 
contributions. 

Mr Hancock, 
left, who repre¬ 
sents West Suff¬ 
olk, is pushing to 
close this loop¬ 
hole to guarantee 
a sustainable future for horseracing, 
which has suffered a sharp decline in 
funding from the Levy, partly because 
bookmakers have moved offshore in 
recent years. 

He said: “I have always maintained 
that there is widespread support for this 
change. The fact that my bill has passed 
unanimously demonstrates this support 
is cross-party and widespread. 

“I hope that this positive result will 
lead to the Government implementing 
the proposed ‘point of consumption’ 
licensing regulation as soon as possible.”

A HISTORIC castle ruin and 
the surrounding country 
park could be sold off.

Council to take on the 
management of the park from the 
county council and work with a 
community group to enable it to 
take over the running of the park in 
the longer term. 

■ The community takes on the 
running and ownership of the park 
directly from the county council.

First O Capital Connect 
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I ve lost my sight, but 
I can still see a future 


Why young mum Josie hasn’t given up her dream of 
teaching despite acute loss of vision. Lisa Millard 
reports. 


J OSIE Atherton is a busy 
mum to two-year-old 
Charlie who is chasing his 
new kitten, Bruno, around 
the lounge. She makes me a 
cup of coffee and helps 
Charlie peel a banana before 
switching on the television to 
find CBBC. 

It’s only at this point, when Josie 
steps very close to the television 
screen to read the channel, that 
anyone might suspect she is visually 
impaired. 

“I still mask it quite a lot,” says 
Josie, who is 21. “Especially when I 
meet new people. They don’t realise 
I have a problem because I look at 
them as they speak and they think I 
am making eye contact.” 

Josie does this convincingly and 
acknowledges that having lived 
most of her life as a sighted person 
she will automatically look towards 
someone as they speak, although 
she does not see them well. 

“I can see your shape and your 
hair and where your eyes are but not 
your mouth,” she explains. I ask her 
if she can see my chunky necklace, 
which she can’t. I’m sitting less than 
two metres away. 

“My eyes started to feel funny in 
April 2010 and I needed to blink a lot 
and my friend Sam suggested I 
make an appointment with the 
optician. I thought nothing of it 
until the optician asked me to cover 
my left eye and read what I could 
see on the screen. It was blank, so I 
said nothing. But when I took my 


hand away from my eye there was a 
big letter E on the screen. I mean a 
massive letter. And my heart just 
went.” 

Josie could hear the panic in the 
voices of the staff at the optician and 
they asked if there was a history of 
sight problems in her family. 

“There is, but the condition is so 
rare that it never felt like an issue. I 
went to Hinchingbrooke Hospital 
two days after visiting the optician 
and was then referred to 
Addenbrooke’s for more tests. But I 
had a gut feeling. Everyone around 
me was staying positive, but I knew I 
had it.” 

A diagnosis of Leber's hereditary 
optic neuropathy (LHON), a 
degenerative condition leading to 
acute loss of central vision, 
confirmed Josie’s fears. 

Doctors told Josie it may take two 
years before her other eye was 
affected but it only took a couple of 
months. Currendy, there is no 
treatment for LHON. “My mum has 
it but because the condition is so 
rare I never worried about it. I have 
three older sisters and they are all 
fine. Nobody can confirm if Charlie 
will get it,” Josie says, very quietly. 

When Josie started to lose her 
sight, Charlie was only four months. 


“It was difficult preparing bottles 
but I wanted to do it. I would often 
burn myself because it was hard to 
read the measurement lines on the 
side of the bottle.” 

Life has certainly changed for 
Josie, who lives in St Ives, and day- 
to-day activities can be challenging. 

“I don’t always know when I need 
to take my card out of the machine 
at the till and I don’t like having to 
get a magnifying glass out. It’s 
frustrating. Buses can be a problem, 
too. If I can’t read what the 
destination is on the front I will ask 
the driver if the bus is going to St 
Ives and they will often just say 
‘Can’t you read?’ I used to be a very 
confident person but this really did 
knock me back.” 

When Annette Chalkeson from 
Cam Sight contacted Josie to invite 
her to attend the emotional support 
workshops run by the organisation, 
Josie was having none of it. “I just 
said ‘No’. I was in denial. I didn’t 
want to admit I might need support. 
But six months later I was on the 
phone to Annette and just burst into 
tears. I realised I should give it all a 

go.” 

Josie joined the group meetings 
where she met regularly with three 
other people who had all 


experienced sight loss. 

“It completely changed me for 
the better. There was a lady who 
was 82 who had cancer as well as 
coping with sight loss. That really 
got to me. And there was a man in 
his 30s who spoke about his 
condition in such a matter-of-fact 
way. He was terminally ill. He might 
live for 20 years or he might live for 
two, but he had so much courage 
and confidence. I had to leave the 
room at that point. I just broke 
down and felt such a rush of 
selfishness. It put everything in 
perspective and I knew what I 
needed was to accept what was 
happening. 

“I told my family and close 
friends all about it and they could 
see a change in me from the first 
session. I’m really glad I did it.” 

During the course, Josie made a 
discovery that helped someone else. 
“I’ve been texting since I was 11 
and, when I couldn’t read texts any 
more, I found it very frustrating. I 
can touch type to send texts but 
receiving them was difficult. 

“Then one day, by accident, I 
discovered there is a button to 
enlarge the text. At the next group 
meeting I commented to one of the 
men that he had the same phone as 


me and he said that he liked it but 
the font was too small to read texts. I 
got his phone and showed him how 
to make it bigger and he was so 
happy and said he would be texting 
everyone once he got home. It 
seems the tiniest thing, but it makes 
such a lot of difference.” 

I ask Josie if Cam Sight will be 
providing further support in the 
future. “Actually, I want to give 
something back to them now. I hope 
to do a parachute jump and raise 
quite a lot of money and split it 
between Cam Sight and LHON. And 
I might be helping Cam Sight with 
talks in schools to help raise more 
awareness of visual impairment.” 

Josie has a qualification in 
childcare and had hoped to work in 
a local nursery but, after her 
diagnosis, her enquiries were met by 
a negative response. 

“I was told I might never work 
with children again, which really 
knocked me back. But a few days 
ago I went into a pre-school and I 
hope to start volunteering there 
soon. I know that if I hadn’t lost my 
sight I would be working by now.” 

Josie admits there have been days 
when she has been very down. “That 
was the hardest time and not being 
able to read Charlie a story was 
devastating. But my best friend Sam 
is amazing and is always there for 
me. 

“I always hoped to be a primary 
school teacher but when I lost my 
sight I thought ‘That’s it then’. I now 
know that if I want to do it enough, I 
will make it happen. If I have it in 
me, I will do it.”

Cam Sight: a brief history 


THE first meeting of Cam Sight took 
place on October 28,1912, at St 
Andrew's Parish Room, Cambridge. 
Two local ladies from well-known 
families, Mrs Stace and Mrs Lilley (of 
the Eaden Lilley family), at the 
suggestion of a blind friend, Miss 
Chandler, offered to organise meetings 
for blind people to discuss their 
problems and arrange recreational 
activities. 

The weekly meetings became known 
as the Friday Class and began with a 
half-hour reading of Dickens or similar 
authors, followed by learning practical 
skills, entertainment and tea. The aim 
was to help make blind people self- 
reliant, as well as provide support, but 
not show pity. 

Funds were provided by founders 
and friends and came from sales of 
work by members. 

In 1915, a Blind Workers Shop 
opened in Emmanuel Street, 
transferring to Regent Street in 1938, 
finally closing in 1982. 

The only state help for the blind 
came from the Education Act of 1893, 
providing education for children. In 
1919, Mrs Stace employed a home 
teacher who visited all blind people in 
the area once a fortnight. 

The Blind Persons Act of 1920 placed 
responsibility on the local authority, 
assisted by national and regional 
voluntary agencies. It was under this 
Act that the Cambridge Society for the 
Blind was registered, changing to the 
Cambridgeshire Society for the Blind 
later that year. 

The society looked after 45 blind 
evacuee children during the war until 
1945 when there were 252 visually

impaired people on the register. 

In 1947, the council took over most 
of the activities, but the society retained 
the shop, continued the Friday Club 
and bought the leasehold on Blantyre 
in Glisson Road to create a residential 
home for six blind men and 12 blind 
women, which closed in 1992. 

In 1985, Cam Sight moved to Coles 
Lane in Oakington and then to its 
current premises in Green End Road, 
Chesterton, in 1996. The charity 
currently supports more than 2,000 
visually impaired people and has a 
resources centre in Chatteris, which 
was opened in 2009

Town inspector says street lights switch-ofl

W E always hear about 
the “unforeseen 
consequences”, but 
nobody ever admits to 
responsibility for the foreseen 
consequences, or takes action 
to reduce their effect. 

We were warned some time ago 
that a by-product of the recession 
would be an increase in crime; 
fortunately in Haverhill we have 
been spared the worst of this so far, 
but recently there has been an 
increase in burglaries following the 
decision to switch off the street 
lights. 

More importantly the town 
council heard recently that the 
ability of the police to stage night¬ 
time surveillance to catch burglars 
was affected by the lack of street 
lighting. We were promised a 
review of the street lighting decision 
once the town had been dark - that 
time has come and we will be 
pressing for a review. 

Again, the effects of the recession, 
and benefit reductions, continue to 
affect a growing number of our 
community. Luckily in Haverhill, 
the “Big Society” in the form of the 


local voluntary organisation REACH 
is coming to the aid of a growing 
number of innocent victims. The 
town council heard how the 
numbers asking for support from 
REACH’S food bank and furniture 
bank are growing, and the town 
council agreed to fund the work of 
REACH by a further £5,000. 

This work is vital to our 
community, yet there are those who 
would seek to withdraw that meagre 
support. Shame on them. 

We hear about the need to ensure 
high-speed broadband links if we 
are to attract new industry, and 


retain existing commerce, to the 
town. Last week the borough 
council’s Haverhill Area Working 
Party heard that while BT had taken 
the commercial decision to 
upgrade the line speed for most 
residential properties in Haverhill, 
they were not doing the same for 
the industrial areas. So while we 
can now all watch television repeats 
on our computers without loss of 
quality, our businesses must make 
do with a lower-speed internet 
connection. What was the borough 
council’s working party response? 
Merely to “note” the information. 
Not to complain on behalf of the 


business sector, not to campaign for 
the industrial areas to be included. 
It’s a good job the town council 
wants to see the town benefit, and 
for employment opportunities to be 
created by higher broadband 
speeds. 

A number of people have asked 
me about the town council's 
“Expression of Interest” in 
managing Place Court - chief of 
their concerns was the financial 
aspect. 

We submitted our “Expression of 
Interest” ahead of that section of 
the Localism Act 2011 becoming 
enacted - when it is it enables 
organisations, such as the town 
council, to express and interest in 
managing a service provided by a 


principal authority. Although the 
Act is less clear on this aspect the 
intention is that the current funds 
for providing the service would 
transfer to the new organisation, 
the belief being that a local 
organisation would be able to 
reduce central management costs. 

The requirement of the Act, 
when enacted, is for the principal 
authority to “consider” any 
expression of interest. 

And finally, there is an online 
petition to save the Crown Health 
Centre - http://epetitions.direct.gov. 
uk/petitions/26434.

RESIDENTS do more 
than half of their non¬ 
food shopping outside 
their home town, an 
independent retail study 
has revealed. 

A recent survey comm¬ 
issioned by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council found that 
people travelled to Cambridge 
and other places for nearly 60 
per cent of their spending on 
clothes, shoes, furniture and 
households goods. 

It identified the challenge for 
Haverhill over the next 10 years 
was to make the town more 
attractive to shoppers so that 
fewer people spend their 
money in larger towns. 

The study was carried out by 
Drivers fonas Deloitte in 
Haverhill and Bury St 
Edmunds, to help planners 
allow for the right kind of retail 
growth until 2021, and its 
findings reported to the 
Haverhill Area Working Party 
and the council’s Sustainable 
Development Working Party. 

The shopper’s survey 
provided 1,095 responses, 
which were analysed by Kent 
Business School. 

They concluded that the 
multi-million investment in the 
leisure centre area of the town, 
including the new cinema, 
restaurants and the opening of 
a new supermarket had made a 
‘major positive impact’ on the 
town centre. 

But in the coming years, the 
benefits of this major new 


development needed to be 
spread to the main shopping 
area. 

Their report said: “Loss of the 
Co-op store from retail use is 
unfortunate, because the 
premises lie in a strategic 
position between the new 
commercial areas in the east 
and the primary shopping area. 

“The former Co-Op pre¬ 
mises/jubilee Walk car 
parks/bus station should be the 
priority area within which to 
encourage new investment and 
development that would assist 
the vitality and viability of the 
core shopping area. 

“We understand the council 
is the freehold owner of land in 
this area and therefore should 
have the opportunity to bring 
this about. 

“The attraction of appro¬ 
priate forms of new retail 
investment to this area could 
have a major positive impact 
on the town centre. 


“Reuse of the Chauntry Mills 
site might also in part include 
some retail uses that would be 
beneficial, because of the 
proximity to the High 
Street/Market Hill frontages." 

It was recommended that a 
formal review of the current 
retail offer be undertaken to 
identify what is available in the 
town and what is missing and 
how can those gaps be 
addressed. 

The report concluded “Hav¬ 
erhill needs to attract more 
shops selling different products 
and needs to be very different 
to Cambridge or Bury St 
Edmunds. The shopper’s voice 
is critically important and 
needs to be listened to on a 
systematic and regular basis.” 

A longer-term consideration 
was the development of a 
loyalty programme for regular 
visitors, offering targeted 
incentives for shoppers to visit 
more frequently.

M ogadishu, the debut 

play by former 
schoolteacher Vivienne 
Franzman, sets out on national 
tour this month, and is playing at 
the Cambridge Arts Theatre until 
Saturday 

Set in a contemporary East End 
secondary school, the play - which was 
installed at the Lyric Theatre in 
Hammersmith last spring - raises 
questions of justice, race and youth and 
has been hailed an “outstanding debut” by 
The Daily Telegraph. 

When black student Jason pushes white 
secondary school teacher Amanda to the 
ground, she decides not to report him as 
she knows exclusion could condemn him 
to a future as troubled as his past. Yet 
victim becomes perpetrator when the 
tables are turned and Jason decides to 
protect himself by spinning a story of his 
own. With the truth becoming less clear 
and more dangerous by the day, it isn’t 
long before careers, relationships and 
even lives are under threat. 

Described by one critic as “ Grange Hill 
meets The Crucible ”, Mogadishu offers a 
hard-hitting portrait of modern society, as 
Franzman explains: “It’s a contemporary 
play about contemporary issues.. 

“It’s very much of its time -1 don’t 
think it would be relevant 15 years ago 
and I don’t know if it’ll be relevant in 15 
years’ time: it’s kind of encapsulating a 
moment.” 

Franzman worked as a drama teacher in 
East London for 13 years before taking up 
her pen as a playwright, and many of her 
own experiences and observations have 
made their way into her play. 

“The core of it, what happens to the 
teacher, is not my experience - it was 


actually based on a friend of mine - 
though a lot of the dialogue is taken from 
my experience of teaching in London. In 
the last few years of teaching I saw the 
rise of allegations against teachers - false 
allegations, I might add. 

“So I thought that was an interesting 
area to look at and an interesting 
development, socially and within 
education as well.” 

Franzman wrote the play in 2008 as an 
entry for the Bruntwood Playwriting 
Competition - which it won, along with 
three other works - then went on to add 
the George Devine Award to her cabinet 
in 2010. The play was taken up by the 
Lyric in 2011. 

“It was amazing to see it performed for 
the first time; I was still teaching then so 
it was like two worlds colliding - teaching 
was my day job and writing was 
something I’d thought about for so long. It 
was really amazing. And it’s been really 
fun working on it because the young 
people have got so much life. 

“I’ve had a few old students contact me 
and I bumped into some at the Lyric as 
well while we were there and the response 
has always been really positive.” 

What does she think about the “ Grange 
Hill meets The Crucible ” tag? 

“I don’t know about that. Grange Hill 
makes it feel a bit softer - The Crucible 
bit is harder I suppose, but it’s got quite a 
hard edge to it, it’s very urban.” 

What does she hope audiences will take 
away from it? Does it have a message? 

“I don’t have a message. I just raise 
things and people can think what they 
want to think about it.”

THE WOMAN IN BLACK 
certificate 12A, 95m 

LESS is certainly more in this chilling 
film version of the celebrated novel by 
Susan Hill, which has been re-imagined 
as a television movie, a radio series 
and a hit stage play in the 30 years 
since its publication. 

Working from a screenplay by Jane 
Goldman, director James Watkins 
delivers a cinematic ghost train that 
plunges the audience into the eerie 
silence of a haunted house as the film’s 
mutton-chopped hero nervously 
wanders corridors with a flickering 
lamp to light the way. 

London solicitor Arthur Kipps (Daniel 
Radcliffe) is haunted by the death of his 
wife Stella (Sophie Stuckey) during 
childbirth and he seeks refuge in his 
love for their three-year-old boy, Joseph 
(Misha Handley). 

His work suffers as a consequence and 
Arthur’s boss Mr Bentley (Roger Allam) 
makes clear the precariousness of his 
situation, growling: “We can’t carry 
passengers: we’re not a charity.” 

To prove himself, Arthur is despatched 
to the remote village of Crythin Gifford 
where he must attend to the papers of 
Alice Drablow, the recently deceased 
owner of Eel Marsh House. 

The locals, including innkeeper Fisher 


(Shaun Dooley) and his wife (Mary 
Stockley), try to ward him off Arthur, 
advising him to go home to his son. 
However, Arthur persists with the help 
of local landowner Mr Daily (Ciaran 
Hinds) and glimpses a mysterious 
woman (Liz White) dressed all in black, 
who is blamed for the deaths of 
children in the village. 

The Woman In Black opens with a 
chilling scene of three girls committing 
suicide by jumping from the window of 
their attic playroom and continues to 
unnerve until Radcliffe is compelled to 
speak. 

In his first major role since hanging up 
his wand as Harry Potter, the 22-year- 
old actor is as wooden as the creaky 


floorboards in the godforsaken 
mansion and as soulless as the titular 
spectre. 

Expectations of unspeakable horrors 
around each darkened corner play 
havoc with frayed nerves and Watkins 
orchestrates some nice scares, 
accompanied by deafening bursts of 
composer Marco Beltrami’s discordant 
score. 

Watkins doesn’t reveal too much of his 
malevolent spirit and a centrepiece 
sequence in a bog of choking mud 
leaves us gasping for air along with the 
characters. 

Disappointingly, the denouement errs 
heavily towards sentiment when much 
of the rest of the film has been 
permeated by dread.

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Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Women are better at parking than men, study shows 


WOMEN are better at 
parking than men, 
according to new 
research. 

Stereotyped views about 
women’s spatial skills 
should be put into reverse 
gear and beat a swift 
retreat, it appears, following 
a study by car parks 
operator NCP giving 
women a higher average 
score at parking than men. 

An analysis of drivers 
across the country looking 
at technique, accuracy and 
time taken parking gave 
women a score of 13.4 out 


of 20 compared to 12.3 for 
men. 

Women are slower than 
men at parking, taking an 
average of 21 seconds 
compared with 16 for men, 
the study found. 

But they scored better on 
finding a space, positioning 
the car, reversing into 
spaces and making sure 
the car was centrally placed 
once in a space. 

The study found men 
often missed available 
spaces by driving too 
quickly through car parks. 

Well over a third of 


women opted to reverse 
into spaces - the method 
preferred by instructors - 
compared with just over a 
quarter of men. 

Men were also happier 
with the position of their 
cars once in the space, 
with only 29 per cent 
choosing to start 
repositioning the car. 

A majority of women 
found themselves shuffling 
forward and backwards to 
try to obtain a better final 
position, the study found, 
resulting in more than half 
of women parking centrally, 


compared with only a 
quarter of men. 

Researchers said the 
study found men also loved 
to “pose park” when 
accompanied by a female 
passenger by opting to 
squeeze into a small space 
when a bigger one was 
available. 

The study was 
conducted by looking at 
CCTV footage of 453 
drivers parking across the 
country with further 
research carried out into 
the views of 2,000 drivers. 

The scoring system was 


designed for NCP by driving 
instructor Neil Beeson of 
ITV’s Last Chance Driving 
School documentary. 

He said: “I was quite 
surprised by the results, 
because in my experience 
men have always been the 
best learners and usually 
performed better in 
lessons. 

“However, it’s possible 
that women have retained 
the information better. The 
results also appear to 
dispel the myth that men 
have better spatial 
awareness than women.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
